You know we have real problems at the Radisson.. I really need you
two to focus on this and brainstorm with me a little and decide
whether this damn hotel is worth the aggravation.

1. Did you know this: Only 10% of the money in the Radisson is
American. For all this fuss and bother about "“supporting American
business", it's only 10% American money. The non-American
investors in the Slavjanskaya Hotel bought the Radisson NAME and a
minor affiliation with use of the logo on laundry bags, period.

2. On the NBC rooms: a non-starter. NBC will not budge. You two
get it, T know, about what that means to the President's, oh,
shall we say, 'not swell' press relationships, if one network is
in that hotel and T can't fit the others all in. And I CAN'T.
Among the three of us: I can shoot straight and blunt with Tim
Russert and he can with me, and we both understand the problem of
the other person.

3. This is the killer: Reuters (and maybe NBC) have a screwball
deal with the Radisson under Russian contractual law (a fledgling
field at best, but it's all wildcatters right now): Reuters holds
all the roof rights, all the transmission rights at the Radisson.
That is HUGE. Do you know the implications of that for the media?
Maybe for AT&T and WHCA. This is the answer I was waiting for,
Mike, and it's the answer I didn't want. This is a heart stopper.
The Pool producer has his stomach pretty tight right about now,
too.

4. ‘You know we have very very serious phone problems in Moscow in
any circumstance. We have learned that we can have effective
phones only if WHCA and AT&T are operating out of the same place.
That's why this gets very serious now if I have half the press in
another place, or if the staff is at one hotel and the Press at '
another.

We need to talk. I know you're busy and so am I, but I need your

help, now.

This hotel is more trouble than it's god damn worth. If I truly

believed Wall Street would get shivers of joy and send stocks
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to record highs because the President is showing his support by
staying in a hotel with 10% American money, I might feel
differently about this.

Subject: Interview Strategy for Six Weeks Following Labor Day

This memo will outline a proposed schedule of interviews for the six-week
period following the President's vacation.

In the past 10 days, we have aimed most of the President's public time at
showing his dedication to passing a bipartisan crime bill and stopping the flow of
illegal Cuban refugees. We have tailored interviews to those objectives, while

"limiting public appearances that are unrelated to those goals. We have also
scheduled off-the-record sessions with White House journalists and columnists to
improve relations with the press corps and present a fuller picture of the
President. Finally, we have lined up an array of interviews this week designed to
showcase the unveiling of the national service program Americorps. )

When the President returns from his vacation in early September, we will hav
a host of opportunities and challenges before us. In the month of September, the
President will sign the crime bill (hopefully), make a major speech to the National
Baptist Convention, kick off Americorps, celebrate the anniversary of the
Reinventing Government initiative, address the United Nations General Assembly, and
host a state visit by President Yeltsin. Other topics will inevitably drive news
as well: the legislative battle for health care reform, the ongoing situations in
Haiti, Cuba, Rwanda and Bosnia; floor votes on the GATT agreement; the 0.J. Simpson
trial; the Cairo conference on population; the midterm elections and the unveiling
of the Republican legislative agenda for 1995, With these events in mind, I have
designed an interview plan that we hope to follow through September and early
October.
